The  decision  reaffirms  the  rule  that  individuals  who  were 
members  of  a  reserve  component  before  16  August  1945,  but  who  did  not  serve 
on  activy  duty  at  any  time  during  either  WWII  or  the  Korean  War,  are  not  en- 
titled to  non-regular  retirement  pay.

301.  M-16  RIFLE  QUALIFICATION.— Cdr  FORSCOM  has  put  out  a  message  to  the  field, 
DTG  071733Z  Mar  77  entitled  "M-16  Rifle  Marksmanship  for  RC  Units".   The  main 
points  of  this  message  are  as  follows: 

1.  RC  Units  with  access  to  Record  Fire  I,  II  and  night  firing  ranges 
are  encouraged  to  use  those  facilities  to  meet  qualification  requirements. 

2.  Realizing  that  all  the  above^ ranges  are  not  available  to _ all ..  RC  Units, 
authority  is  granted  for  RC  Units  to  use  only  Record  Fire  I  or  Record  Fire  II 
and  omit  the  night  firing  requirements  for  qualification  based  on  the  following 
proficiency  scale: 

Expert  30  -  40 

Sharpshooter  26  -  29 

Marksman  21-25 

Unqualified  20  and  below 

3.  The  use  of  either  Record  Fire  I  or  Record  Fire  II  are  options  to  the 
standard  course  "C",  alternate  course  "C" ,  or  modified  known  distance  course 
"C" ,  authorized  for  use  by  the  RC  in  appendix  D,  FM  23-71,  Rifle  Marksmanship, 
Dec  1966. 

302.  SKILL  QUALIFICATION  TEST. --Initial  reaction  to  the  new  Skill  Qualifica- 
tion Test  (SQT)  now  being  administered  to  the  active  Army  is  favorable.   Sold- 
iers participating  in  the  Army-wide  trial  run  include  those  in  M0S  11B 

16J,  MOS  45B,  and  MOS  95D.   SOT,  which  may  include  three  major  components, 
will  be  administered  for  record  to  ARNG  soldiers  in  Career  Management  Field 
11  beginning  in  April  1978.   MOS  involved  include  11B,  11C,  11D  and  HE. 

Soldiers  should  expect  neither  a  test  that  requires  little  study  or  prepa- 
ration nor  a  "hands-on"  test  only.   SQT  includes  a  written  test  based  on  cri- 
tical job  tasks  in  the  Soldier's  Manual.   If  a  soldier  can  perform  the  criti- 
cal tasks  listed  in  the  Soldier's  Manual,  the  SQT  should  not  be  difficult. 
Questions  on  the  written  portion  are  realistic  and  every  effort  has  been  made 
to  provide  simulation  devices  or  tools  that  normally  would  be  available  tc 
the  soldiers  in  a  real  job  situation. 

Tasks  that  are  more  accurately  measured  on  the  job  will  be  included  in 
hands-on  portion.   In  addition,  those  tasks  that  are  too  time  consuming, 
too  large  or  expensive  to  test  may  be  verified  by  the  commander. 

Each  soldier  will  receive  a  personal  copy  of  the  Soldier's  Manual %   which  will 
cover  his  MOS  at  the  current  skill  level  and  at  the  next  higher  skill  ]

1.  Subject  trucks  overhauled  at  Taiwan  Automotive  Rebuild  Facility  are 
potential  candidates  for  premature  brake  failure. 

2.  USTARC0M  has  received  many  reports  that  hydraulic  lines  are  splitting 
open  when  brakes  are  applied.   The  problem  cannot  be  identified  by  visual  inspec- 
tion.  Therefore,  operations  of  all  M44A2  series  2%   ton  trucks  that  may  have 
been  overhauled  at  the  Taiwan  Automotive  Rebuild  Center  must  be  curtailed  until 
the  brake  lines  have  been  replaced. 

3.  The  M44A2  series  2%   ton  vehicles  includes  over  140  configuratl 

the  2^  ton  vehicle,  i.e.,  truck,  cargo,  2^  ton,  M35A2.   Identification  or  these 
vehicles  can  be  accomplished  by  the  overhaul  tag  affixed  on  the  dash  which  reads : 
Taiwan  Automotive  Base  Depot  or  Taiwan  Materiel  Agency.
